Want No Hogs in Dahlonega. 

We notice that it is the desire of 
some to have the city council 
pass an ordinance not allowingany 
hogs to be kept within the corpor- 
ate limits, which if passed would 
go the Superior court, because the 
owners of hogs pay taxes on them 
and have a right to keep the 
where they please unless a mrN 
sance >'s created. The state gives 
them this right and the city coun- 
cil cannot pass an ordinance legal- 
ly that conflicts with the s'.ate law 
People pay on many worthless dogs 
that really disturb other person: 
by howling at night and entering 
dwellings and carrying off nice 
hams of meat some times. There 
is no kick about them. Hogs are 
of much value and hurt no one 
when the sanitary law is complied 
with, unless it is for the want of 
them. This law is complied with 
and because some people don't 
want them why do they wish to 
take them away from those who 
do? In the progressive city of 
Gainesville, with her electric street 
cars, two railroads, cotton factory 
and many people, those desiring 
keep hogs there in pens only 
about 80 feet square. 

Attorney General Hart has de- 
cided that the late act in reference 
to the money arising from the 
convict hire does not nullify the 
action of the grand juries last year, 
and will cover a period of two 
years. So the money coming 
from Ibis source to Lumpkin coun- 
ty next year will still be spent on 
the public roads in accordance 
with the wish of the first grand 
jury acting, as no subsequent 
grand jury has any right to change 
this application of the fund.

Sulphur-Smoked Apples. 

Of all the labor-saving process- 
es that have been brought to the 
front within the last few years 
this seems to be the most success 
fal inexpensive. You take the 
apples when they are ready for 
canning, peel them and slice them 
as if for drying. Put a pan 
of coals in the bottom of 
a clean, close barrel, put thret 
tablespoons of the flour sulphu: 
on the coals. Fill a basket of ap 
pies and hang them in the barrel, 
coyer with a heavy carpet and let 
them hang there for three hours, 
stirrinsr them up three times. 
Now pack the apples, just as they 
are, in wooden buckets or earth 
en jars, tie them up and put them 
where their is no danger of freez- 
ing and they keep perfectly until 
apples are on the trees again. 
When you cook them soak in cold 
water for an hour and stew, fry or 
make apple dumplings. Do any- 
thing else you want with them and 
they are as good as if just gather- 
ed. You can treat pears, peaches 
or quinces just the same way and 
with the same success. 



Pay Days in Norway. 

In Norway on pay clays saloons 
are closed and savings banks open 
until midnight. Servant girls 
hire for half a year at a time by 
contract at public registry offices. 
There is a telegraph box on every 
street car. One writes the mess- 
age, puts on the right number of 
stamps, and drops it in the box. 
Farmers can borrow money from 
the government at three per cent. 
There are practically no illiter- 
ates. The average wage earnings 
are |88 a year. There are more 
reindeer than horses, more sheep 
than cows.

By the terms of a fund to be 
ministered in connection with the 
Philadelphia School for Nurses, 
Witherspoon building, Philadel- 
phia, a number of young women 
from every county will receive 
free training in nursing. It is 
planned to ultimately reach and 
help in this way every village and 
township. 

The young women will be pros 
vided with room, board, nurse uni- 
nd all the refinements of 
j a well-appointed christian home. ' 
At graduation the diploma of the * 
school and the Order of the Red 
Cross will be conferred, qualify-! 
ing for practice in any state or i 
country; the railroad fare will then [ 
be paid back home. 

Those applying and chosen 
receive the benefits of this fund 
will be given two years' training, 
with a rich experience in nursing 
the sick poor of the city under 
skilled leaders. The term may be 
shortened to eighteen months by 
taking a preliminary course of six 
months' reading and study at 
home. A special short course en- 
ables young women to quickly 
qualify themselves for self support 
and asubatancial income. 

In addition to regular nursing, 
the young women are taught how 
to preserve their own health; how 1 
to recognize, avoid and destroy 
contagion; bow to establish and 
maintain perfect sanitary condi- 
tions about the home; they are ( 
prepared for positions as office 
nurse and physician's assistant; 
they get a practical knowledge of 
ty mission movement, deaconess 
aining, college settlement work, 
and are trained for special posi- 
tions of trust in institutions.

Mining Notes. 

Down at the Barlow last week 
while they were beating a small 
run of ore for Mr. Bev. Brookshcr 
a nugget was found weighing three 
pennyweights and one grain. The 
vein he works is on the Barlow 
property and is a good one. 

We were shown some fine pieces 
of gold ore last week by Mr. Wash 
Jenkins, a practical native miner 
of this section. The ore was speck- 
led with gold. It came from a new 
vein on the Findley property, 
on top of the mountain. Mr. Jen- 
kins says that it is fouf feet thick 
but he does not know its width. 

We understand that the mana- 
ger, or the directors of tho Con' 
solidated Co., have decided to 
clean out the Hand canal and 
the water to the Barlow mine 
again instead of connecting the 
electric plant of the Consolidated 
Co. with the Barlow. This will 
enable them to use a dynamo down 
there and have a surplus of water 
for other purposes. Some fine 
specimens were taken from 
Ogle shaft last week — rock as big 
as a man's hand were speckled 
with gold. 

Mooso and McDonald, after 
a good deal of delay and much 
work have gotteu enough water on 
their placer diggings on the Co- 
lumbia property to work it suc- 
cessfully. It 13 believed to be one 
of the richest mines of the kind in 
the county. The last clean up 
with but little water, convinced 
these miners of this fact. Mf'. 
Moose says by hand panning a 
man can make three dollars a day. 
With their lift he thinks that they 
can make at least one hundred pen- 
ny weights of gold a week. 

In last weeks Nugget we stated 
that all who had seen Maj. J. M. 
Coupers gold saving machine test- 
ed at the McAfee-Lind mine be- 
lieved that it would be a success. 
The mill at this mine is as good 
one to save gold as has ever been 
built in this country, and those in 
charge of it know how to keep the 
plates in the proper shape for it to 
accomplish its purpose, and yet 
it was proven by Maj. Couper's 
machine only a few days ago tha t 
quite a lot of gold is lost from its 
plates. From a few tons of ore 
the maniger after scraping the 
plates and getting all that could 
possibly be had by this method, he 
got ninety pennyweights of gold. 
Mr. Couper, below the plates with 
his machine from the sand run- 
ning from them, cleaned up over 
three pennyweights, and a pound 
of quicksilver. The inveulor re- 
turned to Atlanta to report the 
result of the machine to Messrs. 
E. G. Black and M. L. Thrower, 
two other gentlemen of that city 
who proposed to form a copartner- 
ship and have the machines man- 
ufactured if this one proved a suc- 
cess. On Friday these gentlemen, 
accompanied Maj. Couper tn Dah- 
lonega, and the following day they, 
together wiih Mr. J. F. Moore, of 
Dahlonejra, and Gen. Hardin, who 
is here ou a visit from Kentucky, 
went down to see a more thorough 
test of this process made by dis- 
interested parties. Mr. Wharton 
Anderson, of the Calhoun miuc, 
took three pennyweights of dust 
gold, some of it being 6o fiue that 
it would float on water, and put it 
in three hundred pounds of sand

They can also bo used in 
placer mining.
